Evidence continued — After Wong 
Foong was sent to gaol witness went to 
Wing Chung's store and asked him who 
killed the mad Un Kow and ho said ho 
did not know; he said wo had four or five 
moiV^r^ thQj^ousa Sf Wong Foong the pri- 
soner at that time; asked who they wore; 
ho said Chu Cliong, Gar Lock, Ah Kai 
aud Wing Chong; Wing Chong said tlmt 
ho heard a noise at the front door and tho 
four men all went out together and ho 
saw tlie man lying by the door; they all 
lifted up the man to see what was tho 
matter and Wing Chong said he saw blood 
all over him; Wing Chong aaid to Kmn 
Sooner Chu Chong we must go away; 
some Chinamen then went with witness 
after this talk; they talked to witness and 
said they must arrest Chat Moi; aaid to 
Supt. O'Connor that tho woman Chat 
Moi owned tho houso and that shu knew 
all about tho murder.

togotlier with continued internal tran- 
quility, plentiful seasons and increase 
of revenue, has enabl<Ml my government 
in India to, resume 'w'orks 'of public 
utility which had been .suspended and 
devote its attention to measures for tho 
further improvement of tlie condition

Tiie convention with tho Transvaal 
has been ratified by tho representative 
assembly. and I have seen no reason to 
qualify my anticipations of its advan- 
tageous working.
